The Class of 2015 proudly dedicates this yearbook to retired Headmaster, Mr. James Conry who has 
given his life in service to his country, to his community, and to St. Bernard’s Central Catholic High 
School. Equally deserving of our recognition is his wife, Mrs. Priscilla Conry who, with her passing on 
June 30, 2014, leaves us with lasting memories of her seated in the bleachers, cheering us on during 
almost every game of every sport. Mr. and Mrs. Conry have given us the profound gift of themselves 
throughout their many years of devotion to St. Bernard’s. They have shared with us their sense of joy, 
love, fun and humor and when we venture off the campus and into the world, we will take their love with 
us because it is in us. They have taught us so well and we will move forward, understanding their 
example; that the firmest foundation of success and fulfillment is built on giving oneself in service to 
others. 


After having served in the Marines, Mr. Conry became a sergeant in the Fitchburg Police Department, 
and later a probation officer, which together made him well qualified to deal with teenagers all day long. 
Beginning with his position as Coach of the St. Bernard’s Hockey Team in the early 80’s, Mr. Conry 
became Athletic Director and Manager of the Activity Center. He went on to attain the position of Dean 
of Discipline while serving as a full-time teacher in the Social Studies Department. By 2003, he became 
Principal, and then Headmaster a year later. As Headmaster for ten years, Mr. Conry demonstrated a 
special joy in sharing his interest in history and in hockey. It is one thing to possess a love of any one 
subject, quite another to inspire others with it; and after long and challenging days as Headmaster and 
History teacher, Mr. Conry would go home to walk the dog, collect his wife and they would both spend 
the evening cheering, supporting, and mentoring their STB Hockey Team. And it wasn’t just hockey; 
they were there at all the games with Mr. Conry standing sentinel by the "Dawg Pound" and his wife 
ever-present in the bleachers. They were always there for us, always supportive, no matter what. 


Mr. Conry and St. Bernard’s made their way together for twenty-three years and it was under his care 
that the school kept pace with both its present and future needs. He commandeered a variety of capital 
improvements to include the expansion of the athletic fields, construction of a new roof, and 
implementation of a new heating system. He looked to the future by introducing technology to the 
classroom and to the school’s operation as a whole. As Headmaster, he was most proud of the fact that 
behind the scenes of so many costly improvements, he always balanced the budget. With a lengthy list of 
hard-won results, we now benefit from Mr. Conry's own lasting and tangible demonstrations of his 
service to the Church and to the school, often negotiated from th, Headmaster’s desk but also, from his 
own hands. His friend and colleague, Principal Robert Blanchard des¢ribes him as “a hands-on, in-the- 
trenches kind of guy” who, for many years, worked with Mr. Conry in an annual ritual of refinishing the 
gym floor. A true renaissance man, Mr. Conry could paint and refinish one day and the next, coach a 
game of hockey or discover another way to use his iPad with his students in History class. 


While many people end their work at a set time each day, Mr. and Mrs. Conry’s days merged into 
one lifetime together, sharing each loss and every victory with the kids of St. Bernard’s. They 
taught us that true growth emerges from the principles of faith that never change. We, the Class of 
2015, like all graduating classes, are now faced with a multitude of changes in our lives, leaving our 
homes to set our feet on new terrain. But there is a place we can always conjure in our hearts to 
calm our fears and inspire our courage. St. Bernard’s is that place, endowed with a special meaning 
because of its people who will in some way continue to send messages from a future we cannot yet 
see. We leave St. Bernard’s to find those special settings and moments that will one day mark an 
arrival, where we will be called to grow from right where we stand. Mr. and Mrs. Conry found that 
place when they first held hands in middle school on the B.F. Brown playground, a moment from 
which they created and nurtured a life and a family together in their hometown of Fitchburg. Theirs 
was a marriage between two best friends and it was their devotion to one another that made it all the 
more possible to share their mutual love and loyalty with us. 


Mr. Conry is retired now but, he does stop by often with the dog during the day. Every night, he sets 
the alarm and locks up the school when it is quiet enought to pause and consider this lasting 
connection the soul of a place can have with the soul of a man, when life is reconciled with loss 
from each “Good Morning” to lockers slamming shut on one day after another. That is why it is 
important to endow remembrance with gratitude as we embrace the blessing Priscilla left to her 
husband that “the memory of her will be a happy one; to leave an afterglow of smiles when life is 
done.” Together with Mr. Conry, we carry in our hearts a word from her Finnish origins: sisu. It 
means to be stoic, to be brave, to be resilient. The Class of 2015 hopes now to measure up to these 
qualities. We have been given a model in Mr. and Mrs. Conry with their devotion to each other and 
to family, their dedication to our school, and what we know to be their abiding love for us.
